Three thousand acres of land south¬ 
east of Lethbridge have recently been 
purchased by a new colony of Hutter- 
ites, at a figure which is stated to be 
?90,0000. 

It is now maintained by health ex¬ 
perts that immunity from influenza, 
consumption, cancer and other diseas¬ 
es is the result of a strict diet of ve¬ 
getables and fruit.

mortality in more lasting' material 
even than marble or song. For in tlie 
pursuit of his profession he has per¬ 
formed such wonders with plant life 
that humanity will be better fed, bet¬ 
ter clothed and treated to more gorge¬ 
ous flowers for thousands of genera¬ 
tions to come. The history of his 
genius is written in the very fabric of 
the plant world. But the great trage¬ 
dy of Luther Bur'bank’s life is this: He 
has been able to effect changes in bo¬ 
tanical species that would have taken 
evolution thousands of years to make. 
.\nd those charges will persist, with 
.'ll! their benefits to humanity, until 
the species themselves no longer exist. 
But he has not been able to effect such 
changes in humanity, that humanity 
can proeiuce another Burbank at will. 
He has helped Nature produce better 
plants. But Nature seems to accept 
no help in the long tedious job of pro¬ 
ducing better men.

AURORABOREAUS 

It is announced at Christiana that 
Professor Vigard, the famous scien¬ 
tist, working at Christiania University 
has made an important discovery re¬ 
garding the meteorological phenomena 
popularly known as the Noithem 
Lights. I’his discovery has led the 
professor to continue his well-known 
theoi-y that the earth’s atmosphere 
outside the air strata surrounding it 
is closed up, as-’if by a balloon skin. 
The skin consists of solid crystalline 
nitrogen. He maintains that the tem- 
peratuie of the high air strata is so 
low that nitrogen > vapour becomes 
crystallised in crystal form. These 
nitrogen crystals account for the hi- 
theite inexplicable green line in the 
spectrum of the Northern Lights. It 
is also held that the stratum gives 
the sky its blue colour, and niakes 
wireless telegraphy'pos.sible, as with¬ 
out this wall electric waves would lose 
themselves in the ether, instead of 
travelling round the earth.
